On Thursday the lobsters brought 
from the Atlantic undyr the charge of 
the Dominion Fisheries' department 
were successfully placed In Cooper's 
Cove, Sooke Harbor. The experimental 
shipment has been curried out with a 
comparatively small loss and the fish 
reached the planting ground In excel¬ 
lent form. 

The immense value of the lobster 
fishing Industry on the Atlantic coast* 
waa the immediate cause of the ex¬ 
periment being tiled. Last year the re- 
turr.s In value from Nova Scotia's lob- 


er on distribute them at various points 
along the coast where It is thought 
breeding grounds can be created for 
the fish. 

The lobsters sent out here were only 
eleven days from the time they were 
taken out oT the watec,nff Sambra 
near Halifax. untU they werg^deposit¬ 
ed on the extreme western coast of the 
Dominion. They were placed in the 
shipping crates at Halifax on the 8th 
and started the following day for the 
west, reaching Vancouver on the 15th.

OF STRIKE SITUATION 


F. H. Cunningham, superintendent of 
Fish Culture, had the work of transfer- 
lng the -lobsters from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific carried out directly under 
hts own charge. He was assisted by 
A. Finlayson, Dominion inspector of 
fish hatcheries, and to them is due in 
large measure the success which at¬ 
tended the actual transferring of the 
fish. 

Tire life history of the lobster 19 
something about which much has been 
written but it is likewise something 
about which there is not a great fund 
of absolute information. Well adapted 
to defend himself In his own element, 
the sea, the fish is on the contrary very 
easily damaged and readily succumbs 
♦o condition* w h i c h gxbf when - remov - 
ed from his natural habitat. It was 
therefore no small task which Mr. Cun¬ 
ningham had to face to provide fbr the 
i arrying of the five lobster* across the 
continent under conditions which 
wouid work no injury to them, but on 
the contrary leave them well prepared 
to live and thrive on entering the wat¬ 
ers of this coast. 

The experiment promises to be suc- 
rossful and Messrs. Cunningham and 
Finlayson and the local inspector, E. 
G. Taylor, before they left the cove on 
Thursday had the satisfaction of see¬ 
ing the liberated orustdeae actively en¬ 
gaged In the waters adapting them¬ 
selves to their new home. 

The fish have been left now under 
the charge of Mr. Taylor, who will lat- 


ster. Mr. Cunningham says, is unable 
to endurfe fresh water. The sea water 
was put up in airtight bottles and 
opened only as used. At regular inter¬ 
vals water was poured over the sea 
weed and as the compartments had 
perforations it drained through onto 
the trays below. The fish were closely 
watched and reached the Pacific In fine 
condition. 

Another necessity was to keep the 
crates cool. For this purpose trays of 
lee were fitted In and the temperature 
kept at about 40 degrees. The waste 
water from the ice was drained off 
without being allowed to come in con¬ 
tact with the fish.

Question Arose Over Amend'

Canada comes directly from the eorn 
producing belt and has to pay freight. 
Thera is, I think, a small tax, some¬ 
thing like seven and a half cents per 
bushel, on corn used In the production 
of alcohol. The distillers In the United 
States are located In districts where 
com Is grown In large quantities^ and 
where coal for fuel is practically at 
their very door. Jt is a question wheth¬ 
er, if we attempted to produce a cheap 
denatured alcohol, we would be able to 
remove that disability, so far as con¬ 
cerns alcohol used for denaturing pur¬ 
poses. That might be practicable with¬ 
out at all affecting the revenue or 
changing the taxes. There are many 
disabilities but these are probably the 
principal ones. The price of coal is 
another. When 1 ask distillers why 
they could not sell alcohol as cheaply 
as It Is sold In the United States, they 
said that In southern Illinois, I think 
Peoria is the centre, they are near the 
com fields and the coal fields and 
have facilities for producing alcohol at 
a very low price. We are at present 
very much handicapped by reason of 
the excessive price of wood alcohol. I 
look forward hopefully to the possibil¬ 
ity of placing denatured alcohol on the 
market in Canada at a considerably re¬ 
duced price. At the same time the 
great object the people have In mind 
is a denatured alcohol that may be 
used for fuel, light or motive purposes. 


banks of the various streams and 
dangling roil and line in the water.

The technical name of the bait 
Is Portefeix. Towards the end of the 
season, however, the supply of port*- 
felx runs out and anglers resort to 
worms of the common or garden kind 
and to those found in decayed meat.

We have put thesd two grades of 
methylated spirits on the market for 
a number of years at Si 10 per gallon 
and 11.25, the latter being the price 
of alcohol containing 50 per cent, 
wood alcohol. Dining the past year 
we have - reduced these prices until 
at the present time we sell No. 1 grade 
at 70 cents and No. 2 grade at 80 
cents. We have been experimenting 
in the laboratory with spirits to see if 
we could not properly safeguard the 
revenue by using a smaller percentage 
of alcohol, and the consequence • is 
that we have put on the market to¬ 
day an alcohol at 65 cents per gallon. 

"Now I have said that the price of 
wood alcohol up to the period of tho 
termination of the last contract was 
11.29 per bulk gallon.

Immigration to Canada. 

Much discussion has been occasioned 
In the English press owing to the pub¬ 
lication of the report of a deputation 
to the Canadian Premier from unem¬ 
ployed. who wished the prime minister 
♦ o stop, for the present, the emigrant* 
^sent out by the Salvation Army. Those 
who are Interested In emigration here 
are of opinloo that this will altogether 
change th*» whole aspect of emigration 
a* It has been hitherto and several ar¬ 
ticles have appeared In the press In 
Lon Ion on th esubject. In the course 
of one article, written with a vast 
amount of knowledge of emigrants both 
on this side and Canada, it Is said that 
It Is incorrect to say that the Increase 
in unemployment In Canada is due to 
the numbers or class of persons who 
have_been sent out there by emigration 
societies. This writer strongly advises 
those who do not belong to the three 
favored classes, farmers, farm laborers 
or railway construction men. and fe¬ 
male domestic servants, to refrain from 
emigrating to Canada, unless they have 
definite offers of employment. They 
are also advised to provide themselves 
with money enough to support them¬ 
selves for some time in case the em¬ 
ployment offered is not suitable. The 
Canadian government Is offered a sug¬ 
gestion in another journal, and that 
Is that they should have some Inquiry 
into the doings of the government em¬ 
ployment agents in Canada, as these 
people are not such a brilliant success 
as was anticipated. While some have 
done well, there are others who have 
been greedy to increase their commis¬ 
sions by endeavoring to place too many 
persons. The suggestion further say* 
that the Canadian government instead 
of blaming the organizations, should 
direct its attention towards seeing that 
Its instructions are carried out by its 
own officials.

Mayor keary Tells of Dominion 
Government's Scheme for 
Fraser River. 


ON BOUNDARY LINE 


There is In the city to-day a lady who 
Is one of a family of pioneers, although 
she has been In the province scarcely 
a ysor- Last May Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Priestly arrived in this country and im¬ 
mediately made arrangements to take 
up land In the Naas River valley. They 
immediately went up and commenced 
to build for themselves a house. That 
house Is not yet quite completed for 
the winter came on before It was fin¬ 
ished. and often It was difficult to get 
supplies and lumber Just when they 
were needed. It Is. however, nearing 
completion. It is built of spruce and 
lined with ceda^. 

The name of the place where the 
Prle fitly s are settled is Aiyansh 
(meaning evergreen), an Indian village 
on the banks of the Naas. Ths only 
white family there is that of Rev. J. 
B, McCulloch, who Is Hie missionary 
to the Indians. He has there a very 
beautiful little church, which wqs built 
by the Indians, the Interior being carv¬ 
ed by Mr. McCulloch, who also design¬ 
ed the building. 

The Priestly family are delighted 
with the country. WhITe they have had 
to work hard both Indoors and out, yet 
they have enjoyed It, and Mr. Priestly, 
who ts so licitor from Derby. England, 
would not again exenange the life for 
that of the solicitor’s office. 

The Naas Is on the borders of the dry- 
belt, and the climate Is. according to 
Mrs. Priestly, most delightful all the 
year round. The scenery and all the 
con-Ullons are ideal for anyone who 
likes country life, and who does not 
mind living very much alone. The land 
Is very rich and they think-it -would 
be very suitable for fruit growing. 
While there Is not much open meadow, 
the growth !s mostly white poplar, 
older, and birch, and Is very easily 
cleared. In the neighborhood Is plenty 
of pine, spruce, and cedar for lumber 
purposes, and the Indians have a small 
sawmill which Is used Intermittently. 

The winters, although rather cold at 
times, are very pleasant.* Last winter 
the thermometer sank to ten degrees

New Westminster, April 17.—Between 
ono and two million dollars will be the ' 
amount spent on the New Westminster 
harbor lmprovemenst by the Dominion 
government at once, according to May¬ 
or Keury, who returned last evening 
from Ottawa, where be had been on a 
mission to requestN^he government to 
undertake ths work. 

The supplementary report of Engi¬ 
neer Le Baron was practically adopted, 
only a few modifications being made 
at the su^tealion of Resident Engineer 
G. A. Keefer. Only one Jetty will be 
built at the mouth of the river instead 
of two. but should found at a 

later uate that two are retired, a sec¬ 
ond will be constructed. 

Supplementary appropriations #111 be 
made for the work, and Engineer Kee¬ 
fer expects to have the first and most 
important portionofthe big Jetty, 
which will be 14,000 feet, or nearly 
three miles long, completed within a 
year. The cost of this portion of the 
work alone will be $200,000. * 


Vancouver. B. C., April 18.—J. B. 
Harking, private secretary to the Hon. 
Frank Oliver, minister of the interior, 
is at present at Blaine, perfecting ar¬ 
rangements to keep Orientals and oth¬ 
er undesirables from crossing thu bor¬ 
der Into Canada.

ers. We cannot by mathematical de¬ 
monstration prove, apart from the Bible 
the existence of heaven, any more than 
we can the existence of God. But this 
does not trouble us, for only one here 
and there among the millions of man¬ 
kind ever doubted the existence of eith¬ 
er the one or the other. Where there ' 
Is design there must be a designer, and 
that designer must be an intelligent 
person, and ln the works of creation w-e 
call that person God. If heaven is a 
place, I believe It Is the centre of the 
universe.

Presbytery of Italy Its bounds are much 
wider than King Victor Emmanuel’s 
dominions, including also stations in 
Fra n ca , S w i tz e r la n d, M a lta a nd until 
quite recently, Gibraltar—a field of no 
mean proportions, even when compared 
with our own Western prebyterles. 

In addition to work among the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking people In the larger 
centres the native population is reached 
through the medium of colport&ge and 
the school. Also a very considerable 
work Is being done through seamen’s 
missions In Naples, Leghorn and Gen¬ 
oa. 

In dealing with Italian converts the 
pol icy o f the Presbytery has been not 
to establish another foreign Church In 
Italy but to induce Italian Presby¬ 
terians to indentlfy themselves with 
the native Waldensian Church which Is 
Presbyterians both In government and 
dot-trine, thoroughly evangelical and 
strongly missionary. With the Walden¬ 
sian Church there has ever been the 
kindliest and most sympathetic cooper¬ 
ation; and It was largely to help them 
in the days of their suffering that the 
first efforts of the Scottish Church In 
Italy were put forth and Dr. R. W. 
Stewart began hls labors ln Leghorn 
more than half a century ago. 

In the narrow valleys of Piedmont 
the Waldenslans for centuries with¬ 
stood the bitterest persecution winning 
the admiration of the world by their 
steadfastness to truth and conscience. 
They now number about 35,000 and have 
In Italy 13,356 church members, with 
32 pastors and teachers In active ser¬ 
vice at home and 14 missionaries with 
many assistants abroad. 

We have also through the hospitality 
Of Dr. and Miss Grey, the great plea¬ 
sure of meeting® socially the members 
of Presbytery and others like minded. 
While occupied with their own work 
they were eager to hear of ours; and 
many were the questions put to me 
about Canada, our methods and our 
men. The Rev. Mr. Irving of Naples, 
bearing a striking resemblance to the 
late Dr. Robertson, said, “Do you hap r 
pen to know a minister In Western 
Canada by the name of Baird? He was 
with me in Neve, College, Edinburgh.” 
He was as pleased to hear as I was to 
tell of that long drive across the prairie 
fyom Wlhnlpog to Edmonton, the yeara 
of pioneer work at that remote post, 
the return to Augustine Church, the 
falthmi work on the F. M. Commutes, 
the equally faithful work ln Manitoba 
College and the recognition of worth 
by the conferring of the degree of D.D., 
upon hls worthy classmate—Prof. Baird 
Another aald: "That must bo a pains¬ 
taking man—I cannot recall hl« name— 
who has Just written a book on the 
planting of the churches ln Canada.”

The call of the world to tha 
Christian church, Mr. Dean declared, 
was to come out, not to become like 
the world, but to reach out and save. 
The gospel of Jesus Christ reached out 
and took hold of man and lifted him 
up from disease and sin to life and 
purity. Just what It did for the Indi¬ 
vidual It did for the mass, and the call 
to the Christian church In these days 
was to this larger service. It was not 
enough to be merely saved oneself, we 
must work for the salvation of the 
whole race. 

This thought Mr. Dean Impressed 
upnfi hls hearers with impassioned elo¬ 
quence and earnest speech. The ad¬ 
dress was a clarion call to the church 
to rise- to Its highest privileges and to 
reach out to do the God-given work. 
The world was calling the churek to 
this work, and It would be recreant to 
Its duty If It did not listen to the call 
and work for the full salvation of the 
race. 

At the close of the address, R M.

To have been comforters of Christ 
In His weariness, and now as His final 
heart-break drew nigh, was the high 
privilege of the\Bethany family.

Feast Before the Tragedy. 

Jesus, however, rose superior to 
worldllness and discouragement. Here 
at Bethany, almost under the shadow 
of the hill czHed Golgotha, where a 
week later He was to hang on a male¬ 
factor's cross, Jesus attended a feast. 
No ascetic shunning the society of His 
kind was the Lord, for as the Cana 
wedding feast stood n^ar the beginning 
of His mlnlftry; so this feast at Beth¬ 
any stood near Its end. What a brave 
spirit was this, which, with the sullen 
roar of Jealousy, bigotry and murder¬ 
ous enmity reaching His ears, could 
still mingle congenially In a festal 
company. 

One of the mistakes of the Puritahi- 
cal conception of religion (for Puri¬ 
tanism. being a reaction and a protest, 
naturally serving to an extreme) was 
In robbing Christianity of Its aspects 
of Joy and beauty and sumptuousness. 
We are to-day recovering religion's 
rights iu the best delights of both 
worlds. The banquets and social gather¬ 
ings of laymen which are becoming a 
feature of present-day church life are 
not only times of genuine Christian 
fellowship, but they are also springs 
of large service for the Kingdom of 
Heaven; It was at a banquet of Phila¬ 
delphia laymen,—all dressed In evening 
clothes, a sight that would have hor¬ 
rified our Puritan ancestors,—that the 
summer evangelistic work for great 
cities had Its Inception. A few days 
ago there was held In one of the great 
New YOrk hotels a social gathering of 
five hundred men. with their wives, 
where the cause of Christ In Korea was 
presented, the entire occasion being 
the love-offering of one man to his 
Lord. Think you that this reception and 
collation will not accomplish vastly 
more for Korea than the same amount 
of money expended directly on the

Like the sudden intrusion of the 
wrangling of an Oriental market place 
Into a scene of divinest harmony, fell 
the captious criticism of Judas. "Why 
was not this ointment sold for three 
hundred pence and given to the poor?” 
When a critic is serving some personal 
Interest, he is to be disregarded: this 
superficially reasonable objection of 
Judas was not honest, for he was a 
thief, and stole the money from the 
treasury of which he was custodian. 
He was not a friend of the poor, but 
an enemy. Indeed, every person who 
Is tempted to be critical and censor¬ 
ious should look well to himself to dis¬ 
cover If the fault may not be within. 

The ungraciousness of Judas’ act 
(and no one who has caught the spirit 
of Jesus can be a boor), in that he was 
a guest and Mary was one of hls hos¬ 
tesses, has been obscured by the rank 
heinousness of It. For Judas, the rob¬ 
ber of the poor, was about to deliver 
up to death hls Master, and for a sum 
amounting to less than half of what 
Mary poured out In unrestrained love. 
The monster Judas stands as a per¬ 
petual monition of the possibility of 
these who are numbered among the 
Lord's followers being most false to 
hls spirit. 

Mary was promptly vindicated by 
the Master, and paid a rare tribute. 
For He declared that she had anointed 
Him for Hls not far distant burial. 
She had discerned that to which His 
other friends had been blind; her wo¬ 
man's heart had seen the cross and the 
grave, waiting Just a little further 
along the road. Nlcodemus, who had 
failed to give the Lord bis love in life, 
brought precious spices to the dead 
body; Mary gave spikenard mad) 
doubly fragrant by her loyal, loving, 
passionate devotion; and she did It 
while he Master was yet alive to be 
comforted by the deed.

The pl.ml »l opw se n ds Up blossom 
straight up frr^n its roots, because the 
blossom Is the most Important part of 
j It. It is this which forme the seed, 

I upon which the spreading of the plant 
and the life of the race depend.- The 
’ life of the dandelion Is In great danger 
! from the kind of situations In which 
it loves to grow, where it is exposed to 
i continual a< i-ld**r>ts, and man himself 
In always destroying It. The very first 
thing, therefore, that the plant does 
, Is to form its flower and seed, so that 
the future race may he secure what¬ 
ever becomes of the Individual plant; 
and then it proceeds more leisurely to 
expand and mature Its leaves, which 
are for its own welfare, and which be¬ 
come more luxuriant when the need Is 
ripened and shed. 

Besides this protection from danger, 
nature has given to It another In the 
bitterness of its rtfm and leave*. These 
are full of a dlsarreeable milky Juice, 
which prevents most animals from 
ent'ng them. Then, too/ there Is the 
thick, long, carrot-like root which goes 
far down Into the ground, and takes 
such a firm hold of It, that it Is diffi¬ 
cult to pull It up entire. This root flxe s 
It so that It pannot be easily moved, 
and furnishes It with a store of nour¬ 
ishment sufficient to make It last over, 
the drought of summer and the frost of 
winter, and all the unfavorable condi¬ 
tion* of the weather, until a suitable 
time comes for It to put forth its leaves 
and blossoms. This root also contains 
a bitter principle, which Is used as a 
valuable medicine by doctors, but 
which most creatures dislike so much 
that th*y will not touch It.

This is a new question 
which moderln science teaches us to 
ask. Until a short time ago everybody 
took It for granted that a dundelion 
was always a dandelion; had been cre¬ 
ated what It is new. and had never 
changed since Its creation. But a new¬ 
er and truer view of nature has taught 
us that It ha*, a Jong history of Its 
own. That history leads us through a 
serler of wonderful changes. The dan¬ 
delion lias been slowly moulded Into 
Its present shape by the force of cir¬ 
cumstance* You can trace up Us his¬ 
tory from a simple form of Its first 
flowers, arranged at intervals along the 
stalk, to the sxlstlng composite form 
of all Its flowers, colled and compress¬ 
ed into one general head; and It bears 
In Its blossoms the traces of Its earlier 
stage* Have yon ever noticed the lit¬ 
tle teeth. Ilk« those of a flne saw,. at 
the end pf the yellow strap-shaped 
petals which have given the flower the 
namo of dandelion — a French word 
meaning the teeth of a-Hon? These 
teeth are always five In numbers; and 
they tell us that each of these strap¬ 
shaped yellow leaves was once a round 
flower of five petals, like a wild rose or 
a wild apple blossom, The teeth indJ- 
cate ihe divisions of the old parts of 
the flower. It is those curious blrth- 


oldest, and most widely diffused order 
of plants. While other orders of plants 
have died out and be come mere fossil 
remains In the rocks, this order has 
survived the geological changes of 
many different periods, on account of 
| Its power of adapting itself to those 
change* And these changes, in their 
turn, have made it better suited for all 
the varied soils and, climates of the 
earth at the present day. We And 
members of this order In every part of 
the globe, in places fur apart from 
each other. It Is the dominant order of 
vegetable life, the most entirely suc¬ 
cessful- family of plant* And It Is 
found only where man le found, and 
where he dwells or cultivates the soil. 
It follows him wherever he goee — to 
AmerJra. Australia, and New Zealand; 
and there In the new home It becomes 
a silent but eloquent reminder of the 
dear old land he may never see again. 

Wa are so accustomed, as I have 
said, to look upon the dandelion as a 
mean, Insignificant weed which we pass 
by heedlessly, or trample under foot, or 
root out remorselessly from our gardens 
and streets, that It seems very strange 
to hear It described by all naturallsta 
ae a far higher type of plant-life than 
a rose or a lily, .than even a cedar, an 
oak, or a palm. Its flowers ar® more 
perfectly formed, and Its type of struc- 
ture ,1s more highly organised than 
these beautiful flowers and magnifi¬ 
cent tree* It has a pedigree that goes 
farther back Into the mysterious paet 
than tjkiem all; is has gotten the latest
